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SUBJECT: USAJK CONSULTATIONS ON THE SPECIAL SESSION ON 
DISARMAMENT (SSOD) 

SUMMARY: UK DISARMAMENT OFPICIALS MALLABY AND BURNS 
REVIEWED PREPARATIONS POR THE POURTH SSOD PREPCOM WITH 
PLOWERREE AND HIRSCH BEPORE NATO POLADS MEETING. MAIN 
SUBJECTS OF THE DISCUSSION WERE THE EC-9 JAN 16 DISARMAMENT 
CONSULTATION IN COPENHAGEN, THE UK DRAFT PROGRAM OF ACTION, 

THINKING RE A POSSIBLE INITIATIVE ON SECURITY ASSURANCES, 

PRENCH PLANNING POR THE SSOD, AND THE LEVEL OP REPRESENT- 
ATION AT THE SPECIAL SESSION. END SUMMARY. 

1. UK OUTLINED AT EC-9 MEETING IN COPENHAGEN ON JAN. 16 ITS 
VIEWS ON POSSIBLE REPORM OP CCD STRUCTURE AS PER THEIR 
PREVIOUS PRESENTATION TO US, BUT STRESSED THAT THESE WERE 
ONLY PRELIMINARY IDEAS POR CONSIDERATION BY WESTERN GROUP 
IN ADVANCE OP MORE PRECISE READING OP WHAT NON-ALIGNED 
WILL PROPOSE IN THEIR PROGRAM OF ACTION. FRENCH SAID THEY 
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COULD NOT AGREE TO PROPOSAL PURTHER CONSOLIDATING POSITION 
OP EE COUNTRIES, SINCE ALL OF WP ALREADY IS IN CCD, WHILE 
WEST WOULD REMAIN ONLY PARTLY REPRESENTED. FRG OBJECTED 
TO ROTATION IDEA; THEY THEMSELVES WOULD NOT BE WILLING TO 
ROTATE. ITALIANS SUGGESTED POSSIBLE TWO-TIER ARRANGEMENT 
OP 20 PERMANENT (INCLUDING ALL PERMANENT MEMBERS OP S.C.) 

AND 20 NON-PERMANENT MEMBERS. 
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2. WE INDICATED OUR CONTINUING ELEXIBILITY ON THE EUTURE 

OE THE CCD, AND OUR PREFERENCE TO KNOW NON-ALIGNED THINKING 
BEFORE TAKING ANY DECISION ON POSSIBLE PROPOSAL. WE ALSO 
EMPHASIZED NEED FOR CONSULTATIONS ON CCD REFORM WITH THE 
SOVIETS. MALLABY ADDED THAT UK WAS PREPARED TO ACCEPT 
OBSERVER STATUS AT CCD FOR INTERESTED COUNTRIES, AND AGREED 
WITH US THAT IN PRACTICE RELATIVELY FEW COUNTRIES WOULD BE 
INTERESTED. 

3. UK DRAFT PROGRAM OF ACTION. BASED ON COPENHAGEN AND 
NATO DISCUSSION, UK INTENDS TO REVISE THEIR DRAFT PROGRAM 
OF ACTION (SEE SEPTEL ON POLADS MEETING) AND TO CIRCULATE 
IT TO WESTERN DELS IN NEW YORK FOR DISCUSSION AT BARTON 
GROUP MEETING ON JANUARY 23. ITALY AND ERG DELS ALREADY 
HAVE INDICATED READINESS TO CO-SPONSOR IT. UK HOPES ENOUGH 
SUPPORT WILL DEVELOP SO THAT THIS PAPER WILL REPLACE 
CANADIAN/DUTCH/NORWEGIAN/AUSTRALIAN DRAFT, AND BE INTRO- 
DUCED EARLY IN SSOD PREPCOM IV AS WESTERN PROGRAM OF ACTION. 
WE INDICATED GENERALLY THAT TEXT SEEMED ACCEPTABLE, BUT 
WOULD WANT TO REVIEW IT FURTHER IN WASHINGTON. WE ALSO 
ENCOURAGED QUICK ACTION IN NEW YORK IF UK DRAFT IS TO BE 
BASIS FOR WESTERN POSITION IN NEGOTIATIONS AT SSOD PREPCOM. 

4. FRENCH PLANNING FOR SSOD. MISTRAL TOLD EC-9 THAT 
GOF WILL TAKE SOME OF ITS DECISIONS ON SSOD THIS WEEK, 
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AND THAT TAITTINGER INTENDS TO HOLD NUMBER OF BILATERAL 
CONSULTATIONS IN EUROPE NEXT WEEK. MALLABY BELIEVES 
THAT AT THIS STAGE FRENCH PROBABLY WILL OUTLINE ONLY 
GENERAL PRINCIPLES, AND DEVELOP SPECIFIC PROPOSALS LATER 
ON . 

5. SECURITY ASSURANCES. MALLABY SAID UK MORE AND MORE 
FAVORS INITIATIVE ON SECURITY ASSURANCES AT SSOD. 

FLOWERREE SAID IT ALSO AMONG THE MORE SIGNIFICANT OF THE 
POSSIBILITIES WE ARE EXAMINING. MALLABY REQUESTED USAJK 
CONSULTATIONS TO COORDINATE SPECIFIC LANGUAGE, AFTER 
WHICH - HE SUGGESTED - US AND UK COULD WORK OUT ARRANGE- 
MENTS FOR FOELOW-ON DISCUSSIONS WITH FRENCH AND SOVIETS. 
MALLABY SAID BRITISH ARE FLEXIBLE ON HOW THIS COULD BE 
DONE. 

6. LEVEL OF REPRESENTATION AT THE SSOD. MALLABY NOTED 
IT IS ALREADY CLEAR THAT FOREIGN MINISTER OWEN WILL 
ATTEND THE SSOD, BUT NO DECISION HAS YET BEEN MADE AS TO 
WHETHER THE PRIME MINISTER WOULD DO SO. LORD GOROWNY- 
ROBERTS WILL BE AT SSOD PART OF THE TIME. DEL ALSO WILL 
INCLUDE UK CCD REP ASHE AND UN PERMREP IVOR RICHARD. 
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PHILLIP NOEL BAKER, DISTINGUISHED UK EIGURE IN DISARMAMENT 
FIELD, NOW IN HIS SOS MAY BE A PUBLIC MEMBER. 

7. THE ROLE OF NCOS AT THE SSOD. BRITISH NCOS HAVE 
INDICATED INTEREST IN GIVING TESTIMONYmEWS IN SOME FORUM 
AT THE SSOD. UK HAS ALREADY SPONSORED SEVERAL BRIEFINGS/ 

DISCUSSIONS WITH NCOS ON THE SSOD. WE INFORMED THEM OF 
OUR PLANS FOR NGO MEETING IN WASHINGTON ON MARCH 11.
